Surcharged Stamps. 


A circular has been issued from the Bri- 
tish Colonial Office concerning the practice 
of using ‘‘surcharged” postage stamps, and 
the difficulties the post-offices have with 
atamp collectors and dealers, Wholesale 
stamp dealers have agents all over the 
world. When they hear there is a limited 
atock of stamps of a particular value in some 
outlying place, they buy up the stock and 
ask for more. The colonial officials, to avoid 
the delay of sending home for fresh supplies, 
print on stamps of different values ths fig- 
ures representing the price of those denice, 
Sach a stamp is a ‘‘eurcharged” one, and is 
sought for eagerly by collectors, So the 
dealers buy them all also, Some dealers 
keep small sums deposited all over with 
local postmasters, with instructions to for- 
ward the value of any surcharged stamps 
whenever issued, Stamp collecting, how- 
ever, adds considerable revenue tothe vari- 
ous ~—.

MODERN TELESCOPES. 


The Great Progress Wade in the Manafar 
tare of Instruments, 


In an informal address before the Boston 
Scientific Society Mr. Alvan G. Clark, the 
famous telescope maker, spoke of the tele- 
scopes of the earlier astronomers, among 
them that of Galileo, who was the firat one 
to apply this instrument to celestial obser- 
vation, showing some of the difficulties 
under which the earlier opticians labored, 
The difficulty lay in the fact that in its 
paseage through the lens the light of the 
stare mea se ryey into the different 
colors of which light is composed, and each 
of these colors comes to a different foous 
within the telescope tube. This results in 
contusion andinjury to the image. The 
firat etep was the invention of the reflect- 
telescope, different forma of which 
were made by different men, in the manu- 
facture of which delicate seen were 

which some remark- 

lieved, Mr. Clark ex- 

plained the means whereby the older opti- 
cians tried to avoid this dispersion of light 
by means of lon and paid tribute 
to Dolland, the English optician, who firat 
gave to the world the achromatic objec- 
tive. In this combination of lenses the im- 

tfeotion of the image is eliminated to a 
arge degree by the use of a second lens, 
the imperfections of which are equal ip 
amount to those of the firat lens, bat op- 
posite in quality or direction. 

Mr. Clark reviewed briefly the story of 
the increase in size of the telescope, a story 
of exceeding interest, since thie increase 
has come to us mainly through the efforts 
and efficient work of the firm of which he 
is now the sole remaining member. The 
aperture of fifteen inches was for man 
years the maximum, but of late years, wit 
increased facilities for the manufacture of 
large discsand experience in handling of 
tte same, the aperture of telescopes bas 
been rapidly increased, until we have now 
the great Lick telescope of thirty-six-inches 
and the still larger lenses of forty inches 
diameter, upon which he ia now at work, 
This increase in aperture, in connection 
with the sharpness of definition, which by 
the care of the optician of these days is 
possible, gives great opportunity for the 
use of high mngeityine powers, and it is 
estimated that the Lick telescope is capable 
of showing at least one hundred million 
atare.

How to Make Good Bread.

ing the ‘‘ sponge” at night, leaving to rise 
until mornmg, and then kneading the 
bread and setting it to rise again, before 
finally baking it. ‘The kneading has to be 
done the first thing in the morning, right 
after hyeakfast, before anyone feela in real- 
ly good humor for manual exertion ; and 
therefore the bread dough does not receive 
the attention and treatment which is abso- 
lately necessary for good bread. 

It ia beat to state clearly here that to 
make good bread means work with a large 
**W" and not play, thus, by pawing and 
pinching the dough at atime when disin- 
clined for actively working it, the fault of 
inefficient and incomplete physical labor is 
added to the other evils of what ought to 
be an obsolete method. 

When the average housewife is told that 
under the improved method she can start 
in at, say, 10 8. m. to make her sponge, 
and have the bread baked by 1 o'clock, she 
will, [ trust, be disposed to give the idea 
consideration. 

When farther it is claimed that to the 
welcome gains of time and ease, etc., are 
added more wholesome bread better to the 


| taste, that will keep fresh much longer, 
‘and furthermore that bread made in the 


% 


few way is indorsed both by the expert 
baker and the physician, the advantages of 
making a change ought to be obvious, 

The medical opinion is based upon the 
fact that there is ho need for any foreign in» 
gredient such as sugar and potatoes, that 
the fermentation is more rapid and the 
natural sweetness in the flour retained to 
the fullest extent, and that therefore the 
bread is more nutritious and easily digest- 


It is somewhat difficult to describe any 
process ir. words. It would be much easier 
show the detail with a practical piece of 
dough. But failing that opportunity I give 
the formulae for making two loaves. 


SETTING THE SPONGE. 


In an ordinary galion bow! dissolve two 
thirds of a fresh cake of yeast, with about 
a pint of tepid water. 

Add a very little salt, about as much as 
willlieon a dime; this cannot be gauged 
closely, and the only guide to the quantity 
is that the mixture must not taste aalt, but 
only a little “ brack.” If the mixture is 
permitted to taste salt at this stage, when 
the fermentation takes place it will be 
much salter. ‘Therefore care is necessary 
until the quantity becomes, by use, more 
or leas instinctive. 

Add sufficient flocr to make the batter 
thick enough to be beaten witha apoon, 
bucnotany thicker. Beatit well, put the 
bow] in a very hot place, either on theshelf 
over the range, or ona chair close to the | 
front of the range.

Then place the tins in a very warm place, 
such as the chair oa which the epenge was 
placed to rive. They should he allowed 
to remain there until the dough has risen 
to double its capacity or quite to the top 
of the tin. This, if the beat be right, will 
be in aboutan hour. The tina should, of 
course, he covered to keep out the dust. 

The fire in the meantime should receive 
close attention, asa flerce fire is not re. 
quired, but a steady fire-—one that has 
burned up steadily witha good moderate 
uniform heat, which will be maintained in 
the oven with but little increase or diminu- 
tion for some time. 

A decreasing beat is as bad asa fierce or 
increasing heat. A clear fire with » mod- 
erate draft open is what is required. This 
is an item in which practice alone can make 
perfect, and many a beakiag of bread is 
spoiled by inattention te it or ignorance. 

When enfliciently risen, the bread should 
be placed in the oven, and should be well 
baked in aboat forty-five minutes, or an | 
hour at the outside, 

To procure the best resulta attention 
should be given to it as it bakes. Ovensare 
cranky affairs, subject to wind, and other 
outdoor agencies ; and thua varying it will 
be found necessary at times to ‘turn the 
loaves around as they brown, crosswise or 
lengthwise, according to the way in which | 
they bake. A sure sign of sufficiently 
cooked bread is gained by thrasting a clean 
broom stray through the loaf, and if it 
comes out dry the bread is done, but if any 
Nall adheres to it more baking is requir- 
ed. 

Removo the bread from the oven, shake 
out of the tins im nediately, and wrap the 
loaves up in separate cloths, or in one cloth 
#0 that there isa double fold cf the cloth 
between the loaves. This is imperative. 
Let tii m stand until cool, which will be in 
an hour, Then unwrap, and if possible do 
not cut-the first loaf until the next day. 

Bread should always be keps ina tin box | 
amply large, and having a close-fitting lid | 
which should be kept perfectly closed. If | 
this in done a loafa week old will be as | 
good as it was the day after it was made, 

UNNECESSARY THINGS, 

Many ple put sugar, potatoes, milk, | 
ete., into bread, but any other thing than 
good flour, lard, yeast, warm water and 
salt is unnecessary. read made as de- | 
actibed is rendered as sweet by the natural | 
saccharine matter contained in the flour | 
as any reasonable palate cares to have it. 

Expert chemical opinion holda that the 
mefita of thia method are due to the fact 
that rising or fermentation is practically a 
fungous growth evolved in a much more per- 
fect state from the moisture, the yeast 

erm in the flour and the long, steady man- 
puiation, than it would havi been the 
natural slow process of “letting it stand.” 
It is otaimed that these fungi should b> re- 
tained as far as ible in an unbroken 
state; that any double kneading, tearing 
of dough by the fingers, or delay after the 
perfect fermentation has once been effected, 
results in a depreciation and a loss of the 
moat vital elements of the bread, This loss 
isthe reason why in other methods the 
use of sugar becomes necessary. 

It should be especially remembered that 
bread muat be worked well ; that the dough 
should be as stiffas itcan be comfortab 
worked, this nezessitating active hand wor 
which is what is required. 

Itis always advisable to make rather 
amall loaves. Where a greater quantity is 
required, it is beat to make more loaves 
rather than large ones, It does not make 
up as well, or keep as well, in the larger 
ones. It will be found better to bake 
twice a week, than to have one largs bak- 
ing and not get the good bread desired.

The Ram in Naval Warfare. 

Mr. W. Laird Clowes has compiled a list 
of seventy-four cases of attempted ramming 
in modern naval warfare. It appears that 
in forty-two out of the whole namber 
damage of some kind was done to one or 
both ships. In twenty-four cases the 
ramming ship received no damage worth 
mention; butin seven cases it did itself 
about as much harm as it did its opponent, 


more severely. Inno case did both rammer 
and rammed sink. Mr. Clowes’ obvious 
conclusions are somewhat remarkable. 
One is that if two ahips have sea room and 
are fully under control, it is actually 
more dangerouato try to employ than to 
escape the ram, and that. under these 
conditions it ia practically hopeless to 
dream of ramming effectively, since there 
is no recorded case of the operation having 
although it had 
attempted at least thirty-two times. An- 
other ia that in such circumstances the 
rammer stands about the same chance as 
the rammed does of sustaining non-fatal 
injuries.

A despatch from London says:—~The 
Italian Anarchist Giuseppe Ferrara, who 
waa arrested here on Saturday, was brow 
up -at Bow atreet Police Court. On the 
person of the prisoner were found copy of 
an Italian paper Credo Degli Op ronarat- 
ed in New York, this dated Mack, 1804, 
and « card bearing the name of Francis 
Poiti, the Anarchist who waa recently ar- 
rested in Clerkenwell with a bomb in his 
possession. Documenta that will be of the 
greatest assistance to the police of other 
countries besides England were found in 
his rooms, giving details concerning the 
various Anarchist meetings which have tak- 
en place in London for some time past. 
Ferrara admitted his complicity with Polti 
and the police now believe that they have 
beyond doubt arrested the head centre and 
chief of the Anarchista of London, 

At the examination of Ferrara the police 
teatified that while being taken to the police 
station Ferrara said that if he had had 
money he would not be taken like thia, 
Continuing, the prisoner said: I would 
have bought a revolver and would have 
killed six or seven of you. I was an idot to 
wo to Bow-street when Meunier’s affair was 
on, bat I went there for the purpose of see- 
ing Inspector Melville that Tauks recog- 
nize him, ae I intended te kill him,

A BUFFALO LAWYER SHOT 


MYSTERIOUSLY MURDERED WHILE 
WALKING IN. THE STREET. 


eives Three Bal 
m an Unknown 
jmutes After Being 
ot While Resisting 


Montgomery Gibbs 
lets im Mis Bead 
Hand—Died Ten 
Found Probably 
Robbery. 


A Buffalo despatch says :—~Right in the 
heart of the city, on ite most fashionable 
thoroughfare, a young, prosperous and well 
known lawyer was shot and murdered on 
Sunday night. At present there is no clue 
as to his assassin, The deed was committed 
at the corner of Bryant street and Delaware 
avenue, ata quarter to 10. Residents of 


the avenue heard the shots and ran to find 
Montgomery Gibbs weltering in his life 
blood, and no one else in sight. 

A passing ambulance was hailed and the 
dying man instantly removed to the general 
hosp.tal, but he died on his arrival without 
being able to -_ any intimation «cf the 
course of assault or the name of hie aasail- 


t. 

Mr. Gibbs was about 35 years old and un- 
married, Hewasformerly a newspaper man, 
having begun hie careeron the Telegraph and 
finished it on the Republic. _He alterwards 
adopted the profession of law and had been 
practising about five yeare, He had a 
brother, Clinton B, Gibbs, also a lawyer, in 
Buffalo, and another, Walter, a real estate 
dealer in New York. 

He was a peor and well liked and as far 
aa known mnotan enemy in the world, 
The theory of suicide is regarded as unten- 
able, ag no revolver was found near the 
stricken man, 

The hospital surgeons say he was shot 
twice, once in the nose and once in the 
temple, both shota being at short range, 
The neighbors say they heard three shots. 
The police are mystified and are using every 
effort to discover some fact throwing light 
on the mystery ; the theory is that Mr, 
Gibbs was accosted by a feotpad and shot 
while resisting robbery. 

A WOMAN IN THE Case, 


The police confess they have not a.single 
clue, They are completely baffled, The 
most generally accepted ¢ is that 
there is a woman at the bottom of the affair. 
It is aesorted positively that Gibbs waacon- 
cerned in more than one liaison, and one of 
his Niagara Falls’ victims is said to have 
been in Buffalo Saturday, though no one 
asserts positively that thie fact may be 
taken in connection with his killing.

FACTS ABOUT RUBIES. 


Gems of Great Value and Beauty—The Col- 


lection of Barmah's Klag, 


The story of the theft and possible recov- 
ery of King Theebaw’s crown jewels, which 
has been #0 thoroughly discussed cf lave, is 
likely to bring rubies inte more common 
appreciation, suggests an English paper 
The real value of the lost rubies is not 
known, because Orientals prize their jewels 
for their weight rather than great perfeo- 
tion, and another consideration is the fact 
that red spinels often passin the East for 
the genuine ruby, with which they have 
nothing in commonexcept the color, al. 
though they are found in the same bed with 
rubies and sapphires, ~The famous Black 
Prines ruby in the royal crown of England 
is —y a spinel, Rubies and sapphires, 
are identical in their component parts, The 
form of orystallization isthe same. Their 
hardness and a gravity are equal, and 
they are found in the same bed of clay so 
closely together that one side of « stone 
will be —— blue and the other as red as 
blood. In both aluminum is the principal 
ingredient, but the mystery of their real 

j difference has never been s6lved by 
acience. 

Among the finest of historical rubies 
were three of the French crown jewels, and 
one of these formed part of the dowry of 
Catherine de Medicis on her marriage to 
Henry IL, and it weighed 241 carate. The

Kienect De of igor It is said 
that the Kings of Burmah possessed at one 
time the finest collection of rubies in the 
world, and they took great precautions to 
prevent atrangers from reaching their 
mines, Before the annexation of the country 
by En allrubies valued at 1,000 rupees 
were claimed by the King, and the fiader 
received no reward except the King’s favor. 
Ordinary travel was forbidden, and mer- 
chants had great difficulty in dealing with 
the chiefe of the mining districts, 
order to purchase jewels a man had to firat 
obtain a license, then report himeelf at 
Ruby Hall in Mandalay, stating the exact 
amount of money and merchandise he 
wished to take with him.

Alter- 
ward the stable manures st ould not be used 
in large quantities except on the berry 
bushes. food . ashes, Sone duat, and the 
salta of potassium will give the best results 
appliea to grapes, apples, pears, peach 
and pluma, These plants are little benefited 
by stable manure, as wood is produced at 
expense of truit, 

Many do not grow fruit on their 
farms, thinking it is no longer possible to 
control the ravages of insect pests. In 
this they are mistaken, for at present al- 
mostevery form of insect may be quite 

rlectly controlled. 1 he fruit trees should 
be examined every spring for the eggs of 
caterpillars, and then by scraping the earth 
away for a few inches around tle trunk of 
each tree,eearch should be made for borers. 
If the ground is kept loose and free from 
weeds about the-trunks of trees,and heaped 
up three or four inches at the base of each 
trunk, there is usually very little trouble 
from borers. The current worm is easily 
vombated by dusting both the currant and 

ooseberry bushes with powdered hellebore. 

his substance destroys the worme com- 
py, and is not poisonous to human be- 
ngs, For the curculioand the cedlin moth 
the best treatment isto spray the trees 
just after the Llossoms fallin spring, and 
two-or three times subsequen:ly during the 
growing season. In this way these peats 
can be keptin control. Some growers atill 
practice jarring the insects off the trees 
upon sheets spread upon the ground to re- 
ceive them, 


Late-Planted Crops. 


The usual reason for delaying the plant- 
ing oi a crop is because the season is back- 
ward, a matter which man cannot control, 
or because the land is wet, and is slow in 
getting into sufficiently dry condition to 
plant. It is, of course, posmble that press 
of farm work, by trying to do more plantin 
than one has facilities for doing well an 
quickly, causes some pieces of ground to 
be left until the season is far advanced, 
but, whatever is the cause, it manifestly 
becomes necessary to make everything bend 
to the rapid growth of the crop after it is 
planted. Itis unfortunate that the very 
cause, wet, cold land, which operates to 
keep crops from being planted in good 
time, operates also to keep them from 
growing rapidly after they begin to 

rminate, for land that is wet and 

vy in the spring w not, without great 
effort, put in each order as to provide 
the most perfect seedbed. The man who 
plants late must take special pains, The 
soil must not be touched until it is dry, 
for nothing is gained, bat much lo t, by 
Attempting to work a wet soil; bat when 
once the soil is in a condition to work, it 
should be so thoroughly tilled as to 
make the seedbed fine and light, for 
thie will assist germination, and willlet in 
the air and sunlight, to carry forward the 
chemical changes that provide the socrries 
cropa with food. Teams should be kept o 
wet land, but surface drains can often be 
made that will hasten the process of drying, 
thus viding «a temporary expedient 
sink the ated when the wet field _ be 
tile-drained, when late planting will not be 
necessary. Thorough mechanical prepara- 
tion and care of the soil is needed in giving 
late-planted crops a start, and for the 
pur of maintaining a steady and rapid 
growth, but even where the land is fairly 
well dressed, it is advisable to make use of 
some concentrated and quick-acting fertil- 
xer at thé start, that the crops may be able

What the Aneeal Report thew: ta Be 
ward te Canada’s Shippieg Paterests 
The annual report of the Department of 

Marine shows the amount expended on 

the various branches o! the service during 

the year ended 30th June last was $842,212, - 

8%. The salaries of the establiened staff, 

including Marine and‘ Fisheries, amounting 

te $66,447.21. The whole number of per- 
sons in the outeide service of the marine 

branch at the date of the report is 1,596. 
During the past fiecal year the expend- 

iture for maintenance of lighthouse and 

coast service amounted te $475,885.45, 
and for constraction of lights, $27,474.50; 
total for maintenance and construction, 
$593,360.25, while forthe previous year 
the expenditure for lighthouse and const 
service, including construction, was $485,- 

988.78, showing an increase of ex penditure- 

for the year ending 30th June last of $17,- 


371.47. The appropriation fur this service 

wae $525,235 ; the expenditure being $21,- 

874.75 less than the appropriation, 
MERCHANT SIIPTTSa. 


The total numbero! vessels remaining on 
the register books of the Dominion on the 
Bist December, 1895, incladimg old and new 
veanela, sailing vessels, steamers and barges, 
waa 7,}13, measuring 012,539 tons register 
tonnage, being an increase of 106 vessels 
and a decrease of 51,500 tons register, as 
compared with 1892. The number of'ateam- 
era on the registry books on the same date 
was 1,538, with a groan tonnage of 241,772 
tons, Assuming the average value to he 
$30 per ton, the value of the registered 
tonnage of Canada, on the 3lat December 
last, would be $27,376,170. 

The number of new vessels built and 
registered in the Dominion of Canada dur- 
ing the past year was 362, measuring 
28,440 tons register tonnage. Estimating 
the value of the new tonnage at $45 per 
ton it gives a total value of $1,279,800 for 
new vessels, 

The receipta on account of the sick mari- 
ners’ fund for the fiscal year ended 30th 
June amounted to $46,190.64, an increase 
of $808 77 over the preceding year. The 
increase, or decrease in receipts of sick 
mariners’ dues inthe various province- 
waa as follows: Quebec decrease $531.76 ; 
Nova Scotia, increase $157.62 ; New branes 
wick, increase $494.79; Prince Edward 
Island, increase $8.76; British Columbia, 
increase $679.36. 

The board of examiners of masters and 
mates examined 06 candidates for foreign 
going certificates and 64, 24 as mas- 
tere and 40 as mates, Inland and — 
certificates were granted to 62 master:

LIGHTING AND BUOY SERVICE, 


The number of light stations, light ships 
and fog alarms in the Dominion on the 30th 
of June last is said to have been 649, and 
of lights shown 749, and of steam whistles 
and fog horns 58, the whole attended to 
by 624 men. Since the 3let December, 1868, 
the number of light stations, ships, fog 
horns, etc., has increased from 227 to 749. 
The cost of maintenance last ycar was $480, 
553. 

There are about 300 harbors, bays and 
sections of rivers buoyed by the de 
ment, the annual expenditure being $98, 
939, of which $20,783 is expended in the 
province of Quebec below Montreal. 

The expenditure on account of the Do- 
minion steamers Newfield, Stanley, Lana- 
downe, Quadra, Alert, Druid and Sir James 
Douglas was $145, 220, the net cost being 
lessened by the amount of receipts, $13,209. 
There was an outlay also of $35,451 for 
repairs. 


In the Lighthouse by the Sea. 

A most ingenious arrangement has been 
designed for one of the Engiith lighthouses, 
designed to facilitate the sabstitation of one 
lamp for another, when it may be desired 
to change theni, or in the event of the one 
in focus going wrong—the difficulty present- 
ed arising from the necessity of keeping the 
spare lamp out of the ap tus entirely, 
so as to prevent its interfering with the 
light emanating from the Jampin wee, on 
account of the light showing all around the 
horizon. The change required under these 
circumstances is accomplished by means of 
a unique arrangement of rails, and thre 
turn or shunt tables, on which the lamps 
can be freely run, which are placed on the 
service tables, One of these is in the centre 
of the apparatus, and is on the trap-door, 
working vertically in guides and counter- 
balanced, after the manner of a hoist, so 
that a lamp may be lowered from the level 
of the top of the caseto the floor of the 
light-room ; here the lamp is again received 
on raile, on which it can be conveniently 
run out of the case to be recarboned and 
adjusted. The arrangement is such, there- 
fore, that a lamp can raised from the 
floor of the light-room into the apparatus, 
the lamp in focus withdrawn on to one 
of the turntables, and the fresh lamp ran 
into focus, the original lamp also shunted 
onto the hoist and lowered oat of the 
appatatas—all im about eight seconds. 
Another feature perfecting the arrangement 
is that providing a three-wick e oil 
lamp, kept trimmed and ready for useint 
case of any failure of the electric current, 
and it can be lighted and putin focus at 
once.

Itis notorious that Jews who adhere 
te their faith have been, for several years, 
practically excluded in thie country from 
employment in any branch of the adminis. 
tration, including the local governing

One instance among others given in a 
weekly paper reminds me of one of the 
stories from Russia. A non-commissioned 
officer who had served sighieen years in 
the army wae dobarred from obtaining one 
of the small posts reserved by law for 
soldiers of his rank who have served twelve 
years or longer. He solicited an audience 
of the Emperor, and, having told his Ma: 
jesty, who went carefully through his papers, 
that his Jewish faith was the only impedi- 
ment, sacceeded in obtaining the Imperial 
signature to his petition. Srhe document 
had to goto the War Office, whence it came, 
back with the anawer, ‘‘ The War Depart. 
ment has no influence with other Ministries, 
on which the man's i Spee depends,”’ 
He is still in the army, ashe has no other 
means of livelihood, and, in short, the Em- 
peror’s signature was not enough to override 
the official prejudice. 

The Constitution of 1867 seta forth that 
all subjects have equal mghts, In Vienna 
the Jews form 10 per cent.of the population, 
and ountribute to the taxes in at least the 
same ratio, but there is nota single Jewish 
employee in the service of the town.

Few women have had s life history con- 
taining so many thrilling experiences ae 
little English woman who is jest now visit- 
ing this country.

A history of Mra. Tytler’s life would 
tead like a romance.

THE COBRA’S POISON. 
Uses to Which the Deadly Venom is Pat by 
the Clever Bindeos, * 
Dried and pulverized cobra poison ia al- 
moat as deadly as when injected by the live 
cobra, says a writer in MoClure’s Magazine, 
Native doctors use it medically in micros- 
copic doses and have a barbarous method 
of extracting it. They put 4 cobra into an 
earthen pot, and drop a banana in after it. 
They then tie down the lid and heat the 
pot over the fire, The wretched snake is 
soon tortured into a rage in ite baking prison 
and bites the banana in ite paroxyams. 
The fruit is afterwards carefully dried, and 
is then ready for use. It is pronounced 
under some circumstances tobe a wonders 
ful powerful stimulant, bat it is only used 
in extreme cases,and even then probably 
does infinitely more harm than good. The 
same preparation is also said to be employ- 
ed by leather-workers for poisoning other 
eacattle, witha view to afterwards 
ying up the hides cheap. This is a form 
of crime very prevalent in India, and one 
that the authorities find most difficult to 
check, For how is the i t native 
cultivator to prove that his plough bullocks 
have pot died of cattle disease? He may 
complain to the nearest magistrate, and the

Indiana, The white men of Mr. Low's pre 
sent party were the firet te crom the Lab 
rador peninsala from the south to ite ex- 
treme-north, Others had previously feed . 
their way from Quebec to James’ Bay by 
the trail that Mr. Low folk.wed when be 
visited Mistassini. But the expedition that 
left Quebec and Lake St. John early last 
Jane traversed the entire peninsula to 
Ungava Bay, nearly three times ae far as 
the distance from Quebeo to either Jamen" 
Bay or Lake Mistaseni. 

The expedition reached Ungava on Aug, 
27, after a summer of very hard and very 
dangerous work, owing to thé difficulty of 
obtaining guides and the wild and rapid 
character of the rivers, From Lake Mis 
tassini the party weat north to the Bast 
Main River, which they ascended to ite head 
waters in the interior of the penimeola, and 
croming the height of land and «large mame 
ber of lakes, they came to the head waters

The Thermometer Fierteates Seiween 
S13 sed 195 Geagrees tn the Shade t 


Toe month of May is the beginning of 
the dead season, when all traffic is stopped 
through the Desert of Sahara, and very 
little labor can be done. The deadly heat 
which prevails during the forty canicular 
days causes all travelers and traders to 
abun the oases, for fear of the epidemic 
fever springing from the dryi 
until abont the end of aber, bree 
nomads re-enter the Na with aband- 
ance of cattle and grain, and the Mossa- 
bites renew their bartering traffic between 
the oases and the North. ; 

The “* Sammah,” or forty canicular days, 
is a deadly period to traverse, What o 
despondent mtvation when the thermome- 
ter fluctuates for five hours between 115 
and 125 degrees Fahrenheit in the shade ! 
The meg breaths of the peatilential simoon 
aod of the infernal shihile (southern winds) 
aweeping the face like the blast of a fur- 
nace, produce sensations of burning. These 
winds, like the equinoctial sirocco, being 
destitute of all moisture, pervade. the at- 
mosphere with intense dryness, torturing 
the throat and lungs of the panting travel- 
er. His parched lips stiffen and almost 
lose the sensibility, of contact, the bléod 
within the mucous membranes evaporating 
under the po | effect of the hot air, 
The natives who feel most affected by thia 
extraordinary heat dig a grave-like hole in 
their hoveis or ona aaa refreshing 
couch. This kiad of living grave is water- 
ed every morning to preserve its freshness, 
and thea cove up with a close fitting 
mat or fresh palm-leaves, 


Towards eleven o'clock ita temporary 
occupant sinks into it, etretches himself en- 
‘tirely naked, aad shuts himself up from the 
outeide world to pass the hottest hours in 
the indolence of a perfect quiet, reclining 
in the tomb as we do in our hammocks.

Pretty soon 
they get close to the wreck, but are stopped 
by the danger signal at a block station, 

he train despatcher gives the conductor 
more orders, so that he can work his train 
about the wreck, and they goon, fuming 
over the slight, but necessary delay. The 
wreck once reached the powers that be 
make a careful but hurried survey of the 
situation, A plan of attack is mapped out 
and then active work Some of the 
cara may have only a truck derailed, which 
remains on the crosa ties, Small blocks of 
wood, iron-bound wed gosand wrecking frogs 
are placed in front of the derailed wheels, 
the wreck train is coupled on to the cara, 
and they are put on the track again in ten 
minutes, The cars that are pretty badly 
smashed up require more work. In bad 
wrecks there is always a core of broken car 
bodies, tangled wp trucks, and a thick

Perhaps a steady pull does not do any good, 
and the engine lets the rope slacken and 
takes a runningstart. Biff! the rope breaks 
and ite two parte enap like rubber bands. 
A heavier rope is brought and the wreckage 
stirred up. Parts of itare dra here 
and there out of the road; some of it rolled 
down s convenient embankment. No time 
is lost in uselessly trying to save cars. The 
tracks must be cleared as soon as possible 
and trains allowed to proceed. Empty cars 
are rolled over out of the road with the 
help of a block and fall. Wrecked coal or 
coke is shoveled ont of the way as fast as 
themen can work. There are some cars, 
however, that require a much slower mani- 
pulation, Suppose a car weighing, with 
its lading, about 85,000 pounds to have its 
trucks knocked ont from under it but other. 
wise uninjured. It is evident that this car 
cannot beeasily pulled out of the way, 
Besides it would not pay to destroy the car 
and its lading when they can be saved, So 
the car is raised up off the ground by hy- 
dranlicjacks far eg to allow new trucks 
to be putunder it. These hydraulic jacks 
are wonderful helpera of a wreck train. 
With their aid one man can lift twenty 
tonsa foot a minute, They are nothing 
more than emall, portable presses, worked 
on exactly the same principle as the. cotton 
prees shown in many books on physica, 


WORKING IN A STORM. 


* | remember one wreck which happen- 
ed a few years ago, to which I was called 
about Sp. m. It waaa little clondy, and 
after oa little thought I concluded to take a 
rubber coat, A telegraph operator went 
with us to open up a telegraph office at 
the wreck. @ was quite « young fellow, 
dremed very nicely, but he thought an 
umbrella, would do for himself.

which Englishmen are justly proud, all the

They have 
a enotion that it contains vast treasures 
of a kind which they cannot very well «p- 
preciate, and more wonders than their 
simple imagination can picture. The news 
therefore that it is likely to be enlarged. at 
no distant date touches t less as a matter 
of personal interest than asa bit of fitti 
romance.

The available apace 
in the museum has long been inadequate, 
and the shifte which the trustees have been

fortunes. How many ardent youths and 
maidens have adopted literature aa 4 career 
and have been awakened from the delusion 
that it is the best/and easiest of all profes.

their luckier or, better-equipped broth- 
ers and sisters!

Copper carbonate is recommended for the 
last spraying, which is made two or three 
weekslater. Thisis prepared by dissolvin 
5 ounces of _—_ carbonate in two quarts o 
ammonia and diluting with 45 ons of 
water, The treatment just outlined is 
recommended for pears, applesand grapes. 
ln spraying the stone fruite the quantity of 
Paria green is reduced to three ounces per 
barrel of water, as the foliage is more sus- 
ceptible to injury. 

plicit instructions for the use and 
ake PS of these mixtures have been 
orwarded to each frait grower in charge 
of experiments, as well aa information re- 
garding the best kinds of spraying appar- 
atus. 

The horticultarist of the Central Experi- 
mental Farm will visit as often as riggers 
during the sammer the orchards in whic 
the experiments are being conducted, and 
will thus be able to obtain accurate informa- 
tion regarding their success, 

It has already been demonstrated that 
the quality of the Fameuse apple, so large-

QUININE AT COST, 


The Indian Government Gives the Ben - 
galese an Opportunity te Bay the Prag 
at the Lewest BRates—Similar Experi- 
mentin Java. 


It issought to popularize the use of quin- 
ine among the natives in the Presidency of 
Bengal, by keeping the drug on sale at all 
the local postoffices in packages containing 
gr. .v. each conforming tothe Indian's 
ideas of a popular price, viz., the equivalent 
of about one farthing each. The results of 
the experiments thus far are satisfactory, 
and the extension of the system to other 
parts of India is in contemplation. The 
price at which the quinine is sold ie barely 
sufficient to cover the cost of manufacture, 
and the laudable, if rather belated, object 
of the enterprise is simply that of enabling 
the 71,000,000 inhabitants of a sultry and 
in many parts ague-stricken province, to 
obtain at cost price a medicament of 
which they standin sore need. It is, in 
fact, a piece of modified state socialism, 
but one which merely carries ont, after 25 
ears of suspense, a part of the policy that 
inspired the acclimatizing of the cinchona 
tree in British India. 

The Indian example has been followed 
by Java, which has an even denser 
tion than Bengal, and where in the low- 
lying northern sea-board fever is quite as 

argerous an enemy to health as in the 
Ganges delta. In Java, however, the sup- 
ply of cheap quinine to the native ‘popula- 
tion is not an act of the Government at all, 
but one of philanthropic commercialiam on 
the part of the cinchona planters, The 
quinine supplied ia not, as in India, of local. 
manufacture; it is imported from Europe, 
and the object of the committee for quinine 

ropaganda, which has the distribution in 
Sand, is to assist in the improvement of the 
cinchona market by findinga new outlet 
for the prepared drug, which is sold in the 
torm of gelatine capsules containing gr. vj., 
at the rate of one cent each, or five capsules 
for a penny, but, considering the ke 

urchasing power of the native, even this 
oes is still thought too high by several 
experts. The capsule form is also consider. 
ed an objectionable featare in some quar- 
ters, and an experiment is now being tried 
to substitute small pills for the capsale,

He is not called on to traverse deserta or 
snow-clad, pathieas pleina, as our cavalry- 
men must do ; but he may at any moment 
be hurried at a gallop with information to 
headqearters in the rear, and he may have 
many an hour's hunt for the general in 
command of the van.

Asa family cow, whose milk flow never 
ceaves from the beginning to the end of the 
year, always heavily laden with cream, « 
royal favorite, sedan ornament to the 
barnyard, mildin disposition, continually 
evincing a disposition to do the right thin 
these points her bitterest opponents will 
freely admit. She isnot noted especially 
an large yielder of milk, though scores 
and hundreds of instances are recorded 
attesting great capacity in this direction. 

Five to seven gsllone per day fs an. 
admirable showing fora cow, of any breed, 
to make, and is fally equal”to the amount 
given by te « animals of the heavier 
milking » whore best claim is for 
great yield of milk. Jerseys without 
namber have records, well authenticated 
in excess of the highest amount named, 
and the lowest is but little above « good 
average for high-class animale of the breed 
when in fall flow of milk, and when cir- 
cumstances are most favorable, 

A large quantity of milk from the Jersey 
cow is not, in itself, esteemed the tmoat 
valuable consideration, as thie feature is 
almost certain to detract from ita richness; 
a heavy milking cow, of any breed, can- 
not very well, in the natural order of things 
produce very rich milk, and in proportion 
to increase of flow there ia a lessening of 
the oily parts of which butter is composed. 

Experience teaches that comparatively 
emall milkere are often the heaviest butter 
makers; very few of the large butter pro- 
ducers of the race have — an unsually 
a great flow of milk, and it will be noted 
invariably thata pound of butter is pro- 
duced from less milk from a cow giving « 
am’il amount than from one witha heavy 
flow of milk. 

Before ua is a list of over thirty Jersey 
cows, none of them remarkable for great 
milk-giving capacity, that have produced « 
pound of butter each from an amount of 
milk varying from three and one-half to 
ten pounds. The average of Jersey milk 
requires from fifteen to sixteen pounds for. 
a pound of butter. This is the average 
quantity of milk from fresh cows; aa the 
milking period advances, the milk becomes 
richer in cream and yields proportionately 
more ‘butter, : 

The list alluded to contains the names of 
many of the most noted cows of the breed, 
with butter records varying from. thirty 

ands to forty-six pounds twelve and one- 

f{ ounces per week. One of them pro- 
duced 936 pounds fourteen and three-quar- 
tera ounces within a year, which was all 
sold at an average of thirty cents per pound; 
several of them have otficial cet, of whiety 
pounds per week and more; all are teat | 
consumers of concentrated food, with im- 
mense digestive powers, and none are in- | 
clined to accumulate flesh when in full flow 
of milk. A daily yield of more than thirty 
pounds of milk from any cow in the list is 
exceptional, and during the greater period 
of theirpmilking-term it rans down below 
oné-half that quantity. 

These cows and their characteristics are 
typical of their race, and the wise breeder 
will not seek to divert the course of useful- 
ness into other channels than legitimate 
ones, The gain in quantity of milk will be 
at the sacrifice of butter and cream, and is 
consequently a retrograde movement and 
unwise, The Jersey cow was created for 
a butter producer, and for this she is abso- 
lutely unrivaled ; and while it is possible, 
by a persistent line of breeding, to change, 
to an extent, her habite, and even her 
nature, and produce an animal that will give 
more milk, the course is wrong, and antag- 
onizes the plans established by nature. 
Large quantities of milk, and this rich in 
th, exhaustive fate of putter, are wholly 
ne mpatible in the same animal. 

There are other breeds in the field special- 
ly adapted for heavy milk production, the 
capacity of which the Jersey cow scarcely 
hopes to succeastully compete with, even if 
desired ; but her supporters need have no 
alarm thather prestige for butter making 
will ever be lowered or weakened by these 
enormous milking machines, They may fill 
the largest bucket, but that is as far.as 
they will ever reach, Leave that honor to 
them, and let the rim of the Jersey breedor

Again, it is meceassry that the buttermilk 
be well washed ont or the batter will be- 
come strong and rancid in « short time. 
This cannot be done when the butter is 
churned into lumps, so in the latter case 
the crain, flavor and keeping quality areall 
injured, The churn should always be stop- 
when the batter is in the form of amall 
granules, ranging in size from a red clover 
seed to a grain of wheat ; then the butter- 
milk can be well washed out and the grain 
will be uninjured if the working ia proper- 
ly done.

CANADA'S FUTURE. 


Her Infuence on the Relations ef Great 
Britain aad the United States, 


The London Times comments editorially 
on a series of articléy concerning Canada 
which it has published recently. The writer 
rays :—‘ It seems manifest that of the 
large problems on the successful solution of 
which the future of the British Empire 
dependa, there are very few which are not 
more ry directly illustrated by Canadian 
experience, and the probable solutions that 
Canada will find, whether for good or evil, 
will largely affect the organic structure of 
the Empire. It is certain that the influence 
of Canada in the international, relations of 
Great Britain and the United States has 
tended more than anything else to a peace- 
ful settlemen: by arbitration of the questions 
which uhder less favorable conditions 
might have proved intractable to diplomacy. 
lt is not, perhaps, altogether fanciful to 
surmise the beneficent results achieved in 
this direction. Possibly they will be the 


germ of future developments, almost too vast 


and far-reaching for the political imagina- 
tion of living men to conceive. What may 
bs the future of Canada’s relations to the 
United States on the one hand and to (Great 
Britain on the other no man can yet say, 
but none can doubt that the problem here 
propounded is big with the fave of untold 
generations.”
